The greatest harm {fg done, it 
is pointed out by allowing the 
children of foreign born parents 
to acquire their education in their 

"native *tonguc. If they are to 
grow up to become good Ameri- 
can citizens they must learn our 
language and regard it instict- 
tively as their primary medium 
of speech. We cannot hope to 
teach these children American- 
ism in the German language, or 
the Spanish language, or any 
other foreign medium. 

The proposal of the State 
Council of Defense to have the 
legislature pass a law prohibit- 
ing the teaching of foreign lan- 
gauges in the grade schools 
should have the support of all 
who are anxious to promote 
Americanism in this State. For 
those students who wish to ac- 
quire foreign languages for pro- 
fessional, commercial, or cultural 
purposes, the high school affords 
an opportunity sufficiently early 
in their educational career.
